planes and ships—received no sig­ 
nals from the capsule and no visu­ 
al sighting has been reported, 
apparently because of a malfune-j 
Hon of the sequency or telemetry j 
signals before or after separation, i 
“ In any case, the recovery sys- j 
tem did not function as planned. 
Although the search will be con­ 
tinued for some hours there is lit- j 
tie hope that the capsule will he 
found." 
Chances for recovering the nose 
capsule had been estimated at 
about I in 1.(100. 
Nine planes had taken off from 
Hickham Air Force Base, Hawaii, 
a few hours earlier and flown to 
the area in which the scientists 
hoped to bring the capsule down 
by parachute.

.Steelworkers enters its second month. 
This walkout has created tremendous 
interest in all walks of life because of 
the bellweather effect its final settle­ 
ment is expected to have on contract 
negotiations in all other industries. 
lf the steel companies yield to the 
demands of the union, then other in­ 
dustries all down the line will be under 
pressure to grant similar concessions 
to their workers. 
The net result will 
l>e the setting off of another spiral of 
inflation which will benefit no one. in­ 
cluding those who have been granted 
raises. 
We have no doubt that the lalxir lead­

Absentee Voting Needed 


Next time rom can’t ret to the near­ 
est polling place on election day, and aa 
a result, are temporarily disenfran­ 
chised, take this into consideration: 
Pennsylvania ie one of only six • ta tee 
where that condition prevails. 
In 48 states, you would limply apply 
tor an absentee ballot, and vote for the 
candidates et your choice by mail, just 
aa the man or woman in tho armed 
forces ie ai titled to do. In Pennsylva­ 
nia and five others, you dash home or 
leave a sick bed, or don't vote. 
Bet the fact remains that the legis­ 
lative bodies must pass aa act that will 
assate the machinery for implementing 
the program. 
Whether absentee vot­ 
ing shoald be allowed hat been decided. 
How It Ie to be done is still controver­ 


sial, and until this is decided, the ac­ 
tual accomplishment of bringing Penn­ 
sylvania up to date is far away. 
Nobody denies that the situation 
wants correction, and Senate Bill 432 is 
winning warm support in some quar­ 
ters. It is one of several proposals, and 
prompt action would get it out and pos­ 
sibly get it passed, so that absentee- 
voting would become a fact in Pennsyl­ 
vania in short order. 
Voter-pressure can get a bill out on 
the floor so that there is some chance of 
accomplishment 
But only the Senate 
and House committees can get to the 
bottom of the matter to determine 
which bill will do the job properly. 
Voter pressure ean bring that about 
too.—I Anodal* North Penn Reporter 


Dear Mr. Hill: 
I am very much concerned 
about the Senate and House 
passing the gasoline tax in­ 
crease and I hope that the fol­ 
lowing remarks will help our 
legislators make their minds 
up to th# fact that It w ill be 
less expensive by doing so. 
First of all, let me point out 
that without money you can­ 
not build auper-hlghways. 
Secondly, our Stat# has over 
41.000 miles of Improved high­ 
ways and due to our sire we 
need more new ones and Im­ 
provements on the old ones. 
Thirdly, let us see w hy It's 
cheaper to Increase the gas tax 
rather than do without 
Im­ 
proved and new highways. 
Example — you drive 
from 
East Stroudsburg to Harris­ 
burg and return using about 
ten gallons of gasoline at an In­ 
crease of one cent per gallon, 
so its IO cents more for a 250- 
m llt round trip. 
Now let us say that with 
poor roads and bottleneck* you 
are held up several tim et in 


traffic jam s and use up two 
gallons of gas In being held 
up. you have a direct loss of 60 
cents and at least a half hour 
wasted, not counting the w ear 
and te a r on your tem per on a 
hot day. 
Fourth, 
good 
roads mean 
less accidents and lower In­ 
surance rates. 
Fifth, many lives will be 
saved each year. 
Sixth, lf the public la alerted 
to all the foregoing, I am aura 
they will agree that new and 
Improved highway! ar# a mutt. 
As you are well aware now 
is the time to act as wa can 
get a big portion of th* coat 
from th# Federal Government. 
Besides all th* foregoing we 
must have better roads In case 
of our country being invaded 
by a foreign power. 
I hope these few lines will 
help to put the tax program 
over.

In 
her home city of Belfast, linen is one of the great in­ 
dustries . . . and Irish women use this precious fabric 
for just alxjut everything. 
It is, naturally, seen on far 
more dinner tables than here in the States, and one out­ 
standing feminine leader of Ireland wears it for every­ 
thing from suits and dresses to evening gowns. A num­ 
ber of Irish designers have recently won a share of the 
international fashion spotlight, and clothing prices there 
are on a par with those we pay in the United States. 


Ireland, does not have the magnificent highways 
we have, nor all the motor cars to travel over them.
